EDITORIAL CHAT 

BIG BUSINESS AND WAR CONTROL 
(From The Public) 

Ihe Cliamberlain bill to place every depaiTiiient and 
every agency of the Government under tlie absolute con¬ 
trol ot a War Cabinet of “three distinguished citizens of 
demonstrated ability” was nothing less than a hold coup d’ 
etat by the privileged clas.ses of this country to take the 
Government out of the hands of President WiLson and bis 
Cabinet and deliver it over to the party of militaiism, pro¬ 
tective tarilfs and bellicose nationalism.^ It is an attempt 
to overturn the election of 1916. 

Mr. Chamberlain is either the gullible tool oi- the suboi- 
dinate accomplice of men who see in the pievailing nervous¬ 
ness and unrest an opportunity to destroy Mr. W ilson’s pre.s- 
tige at one blow, as a preliminary to the aliandonment of 
this country’s war aims and the substitution of theii- own 
program—a prognun involving control of Government by 
our great financial and industi’ial groups for the purpose of 
committing the nation to the sort of nationalism that con¬ 
duces to economic imperialism abroad, and tlTe pieservation 
unchanged of the established economic order at home. 

Seeing the enevitable world-wide ti'end toward an eco¬ 
nomic reconstruction, these men think to check and defeat 
it in America by unseating and reiilacing liy their own 
agents the understanding democrats who stand between us 
and a profound .social disorganization. 

If the men behind this liill had their way, they would 
within si.\ months destroy the morale of this nation and 
call into being a peace movement that could not long be re¬ 
sisted. Its specilic e.xclusion of Secretaries Bakei' and l)an- 
iels and of President Wilson himself from the projKised War 
Cabinet sjxjaks for it.self. They will not succeed. 

We cannot tiust the Senate. We probably can trust 
the IIou.se. And certainly we can trust the American peo¬ 
ple, whose voice will be heard in decisive tones hef’oi'e action 
can be taken. Mi'. Chamiierlain, dined and cheered by the 
Security League in New York as he urged permanent uni¬ 
versal military .service, praising Roosevelt and i)rai.sed by 
him and by Rout, will awake to find himself not, a.s he sup¬ 
poses, the man of the hour, but the leading actor in one of 
the most discreditable episodes of American histoi y. 

Conditions were pro])itiou.s for this attempt to uvertui'ii 
the American scheme of goveinment and discredit oui' lil>- 
eral leadership. The piess, leacting witli great unanimity 
and precision to the will of the pi ivileged interests, distorted 
the Gai'lield order susiionding industries for live days into 
a catastrophe brought on liy .Mr. Baker’s action of last 
summer in vetoing exorbitant coal pi'ices. They ignored 
the fact that coal production in every month of this year 
has run ahead of the cai' supply, and that the ti ansportation 
failure is entirely resixmsible for the fuel shoi tage. 'I'hey 
ignored the fact that transportation has broken down be¬ 
cause our railroad promoters and linancieis liegan long be¬ 
fore the war to starve the roads of needed new eiiuipment, 
while .setting aside lai ge surpluses, in order to give Itie coun¬ 
try an ocular demonstration of the need of higher fi'oight 
rates. 

The admitted efficiency of the Shipping Board a.s reoi'- 
ganized; the splendid record of the Navy; the unprecedented 
siK'ed with which the War Depai tment has laisod and 
eciuipjx;d an army of 1,600,000 men and transported a con¬ 
siderable foi'ce to France; the competency of General I’er- 
shing, to which every French or British military autliority 
pays tribute—all these liave been pnslied into tlie liack- 
ground wliile the public was fed on wliolesale denunciation 
from the lips of politicians and disgruntled laisiness men. 
England and France are not only aide, hut willing and eagei' 
to equip our men with lU'tillery as they arrive in Fi'ance. 

That there should liave been delays in tlie delivery of 
certain supplies wius inevitable. 'Fhe failure rests with 
American business, with the manufacturers and contractors 
who, in their zeal, pi'ornised lifty per cent more than they 
could perform. 

This national crisis will be a test of the power of a 
press maintained in the interest of a privileged class to be¬ 
fuddle and mislead the American public. 

Yet The Pubic is confident that the plan for which Mr. 
Chamlierlain is agent will be buried beneath the iiuligiiant 
protests of the people. 

Colonel Roosevelt’s conception of the qualities requi.site 
to citizenship in a democracy was amazingly disclosed on 
Saturday last in the course of a speech before the National 
Security League. After repeating his assault on Secretary 
Baker and the Washington Administration and praising 
Senator Chamberlain in enthusiastic terms, he launched into 
a plea for universal military service as a permanent policy 
and said: “It will teach the young man to obey orders on the 
dot, without questioning, without letting his lower jaw hang 
down while he says ‘Why?’ It will teach him to do that, 
and it will al.so teach him to act on his own initiative.” To 
do the goose step to music with court-martial as the alterna¬ 
tive, that is, will breed initiative. W’e needn’t concern our¬ 
selves with the Colonel’s logic too seriously here. For that 
little “Why?,” which he would delete from the common 
man’s vocabulary, ia here to stay, and it is destined to dis¬ 
pose effectually of the pretensions of Colonel Roosevelt and 
all of his kind.

Our war foi' Deniociacy can lie won only by the 
savings of our people. .Not by what they have

—day by day.
